PLANE ALIGHTS SAFELY 


Pilot Signals to Airport and 
Ambulances Are . Ready 
When Craft Descends.

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 5.—Hi Lit- 
‘tle, veteran pilot at the control of 
a giant transport airplane with its 
‘retractable landing gear disabled, 
yesterday averted a crack-up. In

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5. — With 


millions of dollars unexpended, the 
biological survey has only until 
March 31 to acquire the land for 
the wildlife restoration program fi- 
nancer by emergency funds.

The intricate dialect, now spok- 
en practically nowhere else, has 
survived for 30 Oyears on the Pasa- 
maquoddy Reservation. It is one 
of the few known cases in which 
a language has been maintained 
uncontaminated for so long a time 
in-an invasion of a foreign tongue. 
Its survival has been discovered by 
Dr. Truman Michelson of the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

This tribe originally belonged to 
the Algonquin family. For gener- 
ations it has been engulfed by the 
white man’s civilization. Its mem- 
bers speak English, and practically 
all have some white blood. But in 
spite of this, not only have they 
retained the ancestral 
but have mastered its intricate 
tone elements. Ordinarily, Dr. 
Michelson says, such a group 
would lose its original speech in a 
few generations. This has happened 
to another tribe, the Penobscots, 
which lives only a few miles away 
Although of the same Algonquin 
ancestry they have lost almost all

SIR ALFRED GILBERT, 
NOTED SCULPTOR, DIES 


Gave Up Valuable Commils- 
sion Because of Dispute 
Over Statue of Eros. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 5.—Sir Aifred Gik 
bert, England's most famous sculp- 
tor and often called her poorest 
business man, died yesterday. He 
was 80 years old. He had been ill 
since June, and barely retained con- 
sciousness during the last few days. 

He had a dispute with British 
Public Works authorities concern- 
ing his statue of Eros in Piccadilly 
Circus. 

As a result of the dispute he went 
into self-imposed exile on the Con- 
tinent in 1907, vowing never to re 
turn. He gave up several] valued 
commissions, quit the Royal Acad- 
emy, where he was an instructor, 
and went to hive at Bruges. 

Knowing he was is need, the 
Royal Academy granted him & 
$1500 annuity, but he never touched 
the money. 

At the express wish of the King. 


Gilbert returned to England 20 
| years later to finish his master 
| piece, a memorial to the King’s 


brother, the Duke of Clarence, at 
Windsor. Later he rejoined the 
Academy and in 1932 was knighted. 

He once called his statue of Eros 
“both my crown of thorns and my 
crowing glory.” 

His extravagant methods and his 
waywardness prevented him from 
becoming wealthy. 

He once produced 
design for a South African War 
memorial, but never produced the 
monument. Another time he 
smashed a highly prized statue en- 
titled “The Enchanted Chair,” be- 
cause he considered it unworthy of 
him.

TO CHANGE CITY GOVERNMENT 


10,130 Signatures on Document Urg- 
ing Return to Alder- 
manic System. 

Action to change the commission 
form of government in FEast St. 
Louis to the old aldermanic form 
was taken Saturday when a petition 
bearing 10,130 signatures was filed 
with the East St. Louis Board of 
Election Commissioners by the East 
St. Louis Civic Association, organ- 
ized last May as a _ non-political 
group.

The Danger in 
Cathartics for 
Relieving Pain 


Most Stomach Aches, Though 
Trivial, Are Treated by 
Other Methods.

E DISCUSSED yesterday the 
W common habit that people have 

of prescribing fur and dosing 
themselves. All doctors, of course, 
preach against this, but in so doing 
I believe they overreach them- 
selves because they antagonize peo 
ple, who think they are assuming 
that attitude for selfish purposes 
and financial gain. But the doctors 
have considerable reason on their 
side, although I Jo not believe it is 
possible entirely to break up the 
habit. It is proper, however, to 
call attention to some of the dan- 
gers which may follow this practice, 

We said yesterday that these dan- 
gers were five, the first of which is 
to take a drug in the belief that you 
are treating a trivial condition when 
the disease you have is really seri- 
ous. Nothing, perhaps, illustrates 
this better than the all-too-common 
practice of taking a cathartic in the 
presence of a stomach ache. 

Most stomach aches, it is true, are 
trivial, but for very few even of 
these is a cathartic the proper rem- 
edy. Most of them are better treat- 
ed with a stomach sedative, like bi- 
carbonate of soda (baking soda). If 
a stomach ache is due to some sub- 
stance in the intestine which is irri- 
tative and the removal of which 
would stop the stomach ache, the 
ache itself is a sign that it is going 
to be removed. Because the ache is 
merely a symptom of muscular ac 
tion of the intestine (peristaisis), 
which means that the offending 
substance is being moved onward. 

At any rate, it is always safer to 
use an enema than it is a cathartic. 
The danger of using a cathartic for 
a stomach ache is that every once 
in a while the stomach ache may be 
appendicitis, and the last thing in 
the world that anyone should do in 
the presence of acute appendicitis 
is to take a cathartic. Because the 
cathartic merely stirs the appendix 
up and is liable to rupture it, caus- 
ing peritonitis. 

Druggists for years have been in 
the habit of carelessly giving cus- 

mers who apply for something for 
stomach ache, a dose of salts. I 
think I have finally taught one to 
use paregoric instead of salts, and I 
hope to teach others that this is the 
safer procedure. 

If you simply can’t bear to em- 
ploy a physician when you have a 
stomach ache, perhaps there are a 
few rules that might help out. Pain 
in the abdomen, with fever, no 
matter if ever so slight, should 
contra-indicate the use of a cathar- 
tic. Pain with constipation and 
vomiting should also, because with 
appendicitis there is usually fever 
and vomiting and entire paralysis 
of the bowel. Pain in the abdomen, 
with diarrhea or griping, is a set of 
symptoms in which the use of a 
cathartic usually does no harm.
